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Those residents who lobbied the government for the last few 
months in attempts to have the Didsbury General Hospital moved 
into the Calgary Regional Health Authority (CRHA), and out of 
David Thompson Health Region, have just had their prayers an¬ 
swered. 

It has been confirmed by Alberta Health and Wellness that the 
local hospital and all communities to the South of Didsbury will 
be moved into the CRHA. 

According to Howard May, a spokesperson for Alberta Health 
and Wellness, after many months of investigation by the govern¬ 
ment Alberta Health and Wellness has made a decision to move 
the hospital into the Calgary region. 

“We are responding to issues raised in the community and have 
discussed this with both affected health regions,” May said. “The 
discussions have been going on for almost a year now.” 

The date to move the local hospital into CRHA is not con¬ 
firmed but May says it should be occurring, “As soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

May added that the move is not expected, at all, to affect the 
staffing levels at the local 15 bed acute care facility. 


“The community, as a whole, isn ’t of 
one mind on this issue and that is why 
I asked for the four local municipali¬ 
ties to show me that they supported 
this move. ”

The decision to move the hospital into the CRHA has many 
residents smiling, but Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills MLA says he 
just hopes that Didsbury’s services are not affected if or when the 
City of Airdrie receive their own hospital. 

“I don’t have a crystal ball so I don’t really know. You still 
have the growing community of Airdrie. As that continues to 
grow, is that community going v.o want a hospital? And, if they 
get one down the road, how is that going to affect Didsbury in 
that region as opposed to David Thompson?” 

Marz has been working very closely with the community of 
Didsbury as well as the Town of Carstairs, the Village of Cre¬ 
mona, and Mountain View County who all passed motions that 
they were in favor of the health regions being shifted so that the 
Didsbury Hospital would be included in the CRHA. 

The Town of Didsbury passed their motion of support back on 
February 24, of which Councillors Judy Kaupp and Gary Dolha 
opposed the motion. 

It was also noted, that at the time of the vote, Councillors 
Clem Kuelker and Peter Versluys were absent from the meeting. 

The other three municipalities sent their letters of support to 
Marz, who then formally began a campaign with Health and

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Didsbury RCMP bust drug trafficker

Didsbury RCMP sent out a 
strong message to a drug traf¬ 
ficker when he attempted to use 
the community as his meeting 
place to sell drugs to an uniden¬ 
tified male. 

While on routine patrols 
Didsbury Mounties interrupted 
an unknown male who was ap¬ 
parently selling cocaine to an¬ 
other unidentified male. 

The two suspects, one from 
Calgary and one from Red Deer, 
were attempting to use Dids¬ 
bury as their meeting place to 
swap drugs for cash when the 
Didsbury RCMP stopped the 
crime in the process, according 
to Didsbury RCMP Cst. Chris 
Reister. 

“These individuals were 
meeting near Didsbury to coor¬ 
dinate the trafficking,” Reister 
explained, adding that it was 
just ‘luck’ that they (the 
RCMP) were in the right place, 
at the right time. 

The two males are currently 
charged with possession of a 
controlled substance for the pur¬ 
poses of trafficking and are 
scheduled to appear in Dids¬ 
bury Provincial Court next

month, November 5. 

According to Reister the 
individuals had 37 grams of 
cocaine in their possession, 
which has a street value of 
$1,500. 

“Cocaine has a street value 
of approximately $85 to $90 
a gram,” Reister explained, 
adding that this is the second 
cocaine bust that the local 
RCMP have made within 
three months. The last oc¬ 
curred in June, which was 
much larger than the current 
case. 

Reister says that the aver¬ 
age cocaine addict uses ap¬ 
proximately three grams per 


day, costing them approximately 
$255 to $270. 

The Didsbury RCMR along 
with area detachments like Olds 
and Sundre, are on the hunt for 
any type of grow operation this 
year, because it is apparent that 
there is a direct link between 
property crime and drug use/traf¬ 
ficking. 

“We are trying to crunch 
down on these people because it 
has a direct link to property 
crime,” Reister said. “You don’t 
have to be a mathematician to 
figure out that if you are using 
cocaine, that the average house¬ 
hold income couldn’t support 
this habit, so the users are hav¬ 
ing to turn elsewhere for cash... 
their income has to come from 
somewhere.” 

Reister says that any locals 
that may have information on 
this specific crime or others are 
asked to contact the local de¬ 
tachment at 335-3382 or Crime 
Stoppers at 1-800-222-TIPS. 
Crime Stoppers pays cash re¬ 
wards up to $2,000 for informa¬ 
tion that leads to an arrest, the 
recovery of stolen property or 
the seizure of illegal drugs. 
Crime Stoppers, also, does not 
subscribe to call display and 
your call is anonymous.

No franchise fee!

Unlike residents in the Town of Olds, Didsbury’s Town Council 
has decided not to charge their residents an electrical franchise 
fee, as the majority of council felt it was like a hidden tax and 
did not want to hide any charges from the taxpayer. 

Each year the Town of Didsbury, through Aquila - who is the 
wire provider for the community -, can charge a ‘franchise fee’ 
which would appear as a charge on your electrical bill, although 
the funds would actually be going to the Town of Didsbury. 

This fee is based on your consumption, and the municipality 
can choose to charge up to 5 per cent of the residents usage. 

Councillor Judy Kaupp made the motion for the Town of 
Didsbury to remain at a zero per cent franchise fee, which most 
councillors agreed with. 

“I am certainly against a hidden tax, which this really is,” 
said Councillor Clem Kuelker. 

It was discussed by council that the Town could possibly make 
some income off such buildings as churches and schools, which 
don’t pay taxes, although Kuelker still felt there was no need to 
charge the fee. 

“I don’t think that should warrant this increase,” Kuelker 
said. 

The Town will have to review the franchise fee, once again, 
next year where they will have to decide if they want to charge 
the fee or not.

Hawks also speculated that the border would open to cattle 
more than 30 months of age within five or six months. 

He assured people BSE is not a political issue, said James. 

“One guy at the conference summed it up best saying: ‘the 
light at the end of this tunnel is not a train’ I think that is bow a 
lot of people will be looking at this issue,” said James. 

He said on a high note Canadians should be assured with the 
progress made so far. 

“No other country in the world has ever let beef cross the 
border in such a short period of time. We did it in three months. 
No other country in the world was able to increase their beef 
consumption after BSE was discovered, we have.” 

James said four members of every rural municipality were in¬ 
vited to the conference, every one accepted except for two. 

Other speakers attending this conference were Shirley 
McLellan, Deputy Premier, Trevor Yurchak, Beef Specialist, Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Tom Crozier, senior manager, Agriculture Fi¬ 
nancial Services Corporation, Frank Blush, senior manager, Farm 
Lending Services ASFC, Steve Kay, Cattle Buyers Weekly, out of 
California, Ted Hanley, president, Canada Beef Export Federa¬ 
tion and Dr. George Luterbach, chief veterinarian, Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency. 


BSE is not a political issue, it’s scientific, said Bill Hawks, 
under secretary for the U.S. Department of Agriculture, at a spe¬ 
cial meeting on BSE. 

Hawks was one of many speakers in Edmonton Sept. 30th, to 
address Alberta AAMD&C (Alberta Association of Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts and Counties) members during a Special Meeting on BSE. 

Pat James, Mountain View County Councillor and AAMD&C 
representative said the conference proved to be very enlightening 
about the progress of getting the borders open to Canadian beef. 

“I think we got some encouragement, knowing there is some 
progress being made to solve the situation,” said James. 

Hawks explained his department is currently drafting proce¬ 
dures to re-open the border, he expects it will be open to live 
cattle 30 months old or younger, within months. 

The draft procedure will be available for interested parties to 
comment on, including AAMD&C, before it is finalized.

Have you ever been in an 
airplane - large or small - and 
wondered what it would be 
like to actually take control 
of a plane and fly it with your 
very own hands? 

Well, as long as you pass a 
few requirements, such as age 
requirements, you may be 
able to take flying lessons at 
the local airport with a 
Didsbury based pilot, Law¬ 
rence Eaton. 

Eaton recently completed 
his instructors rating, be¬ 
cause he knows just how 
much he enjoys flying and if 
he can teach others to fly, 
too. it will be just as satisfy¬ 
ing for him as if he was in 
control of the plane the entire 
time. 

Eaton has been flying for 
nearly four years, and in that 
time he went from possessing 
a recreational license to a pri¬ 
vate licence to a commercial 
licence to now an instructors 
license. 

Eaton can now teach oth¬ 
ers to fly, and be paid for it as 
well. Eaton has a float rating 
which means he can fly planes 
which land in water, plus 
Eaton can also fly a plane 
with more then one engine. 

“I just really enjoy flying 
and I just want to teach peo¬ 
ple how to do it,” Eaton ex¬ 
plained. 

You can start flying, with 
a recreational license, at the 
age of 14 and if you are 17 or 
older you can earn yourself a 
private license - which would 
allow you to fly on your own. 

Eaton works under the 
wing of Calgary based flying 
school, Fly Right, although 
the lessons which Eaton of¬ 
fers can be taken right out at 
the Olds-Didsbury Airport.

Using fresh water alternatives 

The oil and gas industry recognizes the importance Albertans place on 
responsible water use. While water plays an important role in oil recovery, 
the industry has made significant progress in reducing its use of fresh water. 
Through alternatives such as saline water, C0 2 in enhanced oil recovery and 
recycling, the use of this natural resource as part of daily industry operations 
is decreasing. 

Companies are also looking at other innovative solutions. For example, at 
the MacKay River thermal oil sands facility near Fort McMurray, Petro-Canada 
uses steam assisted gravity drainage (SAGD) to lift the deep deposits of thick 
bitumen from the reservoir. They drill two parallel wells horizontally into the 
reservoir and then pump steam into the upper well. The steam makes the oil 
flow into the lower well, from which it is lifted to the surface. SAGD more 
than doubles traditional thermal recovery rates for deep heavy oil deposits. 

But just as important, the MacKay River facility gets all of its water from 
underground saline sources. And more than 90 per cent of that saline water 
is recycled. No fresh water is used. 

Petro-Canada has gone even further by adding another important step An 
innovative process called Zero Liquid Discharge recovers more of the saline 
water produced during recovery and eliminates waste water altogether. 

"We're deploying technology that clearly demonstrates our commitment to 
environmental best practices," says Sue MacKenzie, Petro-Canada‘s senior 
director of bitumen. "We're raising the bar with regards to responsible 
water use.” 

With what the company has learned at MacKay River, Petro-Canada plans to 
use similar technology at its proposed Meadow Creek steam assisted oil sands 
facility. Both projects are excellent additions to the growing list of examples 
of responsible water use and management within the petroleum industry 
as a whole.

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Smoke alarms are life savers 


least once a month by using 
the alarm's test button. Never 
use an open-flame to test the 
alarm as you could burn your¬ 
self or start a fire. Use an aero¬ 
sol smoke product for testing 
if the smoke alarm manufac¬ 
turer's instructions permit. 

* Replace the batteries in 
your smoke alarms once a 
year, or as soon as the alarm 
"chirps" warning that the bat¬ 
tery is low. Helpful hint: sched¬ 
ule battery replacements for 
the same day you change your 
clock from daylight to stand¬ 
ard time in the fall. 

* Regular vacuuming or 
dusting of your smoke alarm 
can help keep it working prop¬ 
erly. Follow manufacturer's in¬ 
structions for cleaning direc¬ 
tions. 

* Don't paint your smoke 
alarms. Paint, stickers or 
other decorations could keep 
them from working properly. 

* Smoke alarms don’t last 
forever. Replace your smoke 


Install smoke alarms 
correctly 

* Install at least one smoke 
alarm on every level of your 
home, including the basement 
(but not in unfinished attics). 

* Make sure there is an 
alarm in or near every sleep¬ 
ing area. Follow manufacturer's 
instructin' on installation. 

* Hard-wired smoke alarms 
operate on your household elec¬ 
trical current. They can be in¬ 
terconnected so that every 
alarm sounds regardless of the 
fire's location. This is an advan¬ 
tage in early warning, because 
it gives occupants extra time to 
escape if they are in one part of 
the home and a fire breaks out 
in another part. Alarms that 
are hard-wired should have 
battery back-ups in case of a 
power outage, and should be 
installed by a qualified electri¬ 
cian. 

Keep smoke alarms working 
properly 

* Test your smoke alarms at 


alarms once every 10 years. 

* Never "borrow" a battery 
from a smoke alarm. Smoke 
alarms can’t warn you of fire if 
their batteries are missing or 
have been disconnected from 
household electricity. 

* Don't disable smoke alarms 
even temporarily-you may for¬ 
get to replace the battery. If your 
smoke alarm is sounding "nui¬ 
sance alarms," it may need dust¬ 
ing or vacuuming. If that 
doesn't work, try relocating it 
further away from kitchens and 
bathrooms, where cooking 
fumes and steam can cause the 
alarm to sound. 

* Make sure everyone in your 
home can hear and recognize 
the sound of the alarm and 
knows how to react immedi¬ 
ately. 

* Plan regular fire drills 
(twice a year is best) to ensure 
that everyone knows exactly 
what to do when the smoke 
alarm sounds. 

* If you are building a new 


home or remodeling your exist¬ 
ing home, consider installing 
an automatic home fire sprin¬ 
kler system. Sprinklers and 
smoke alarms together cut 
your risk of dying in a home 
fire by 82 percent relative to 
having neither-a savings of 
thousands of lives a year. 

Planning and practicing 
your fire escape 
Fire can spread rapidly 
through your home, leaving 
you as little as two minutes to 
escape safely. Your ability to get 
out depends on advance warn¬ 
ing from smoke alarms, and 
advance planning-a home fire 
escape plan that everyone in 
your family is familiar with and 
has practiced. These tips can 
help you put together, and 
practise, an effective home fire 
escape plan. 

Plan your home fire escape 
* Get together with every¬ 
one in your household and cre¬ 
ate a fire escape plan. Walk 
through your home and in¬ 


spect all possible exits and es¬ 
cape routes. Draw a floor plan 
of your home showing two 
ways out of each room, includ¬ 
ing doors and windows. Don't 
forget to mark the location of 
each smoke alarm. 

* Test all smoke alarms 
monthly to make sure they 
work. Replace batteries as 
needed. 

* Everyone in the household 
must understand the escape 
plan. Are the escape routes 
clear? Can doors and windows 
be opened easily? 

* If windows or doors in 
your home have security bars, 
make sure the bars have quick- 
release mechanisms so they can 
be opened easily in case of an 
emergency. Quick-release 
mechanisms will not compro¬ 
mise your security-but they 
will increase your chances of 
safely escaping a home fire. 

* If you are building a new 
home consider installing a 
home fire sprinkler system.

Plan your escape plan 


Practise your home 
fire 

escape plan 

* Practise your home fire 
escape plan twice a year, mak¬ 
ing the drill as realistic as pos¬ 
sible. Make sure that every- 
one-from kids to grandparents- 
is involved. If there are in¬ 
fants or family members with 
mobility limitations, make 
sure that someone is assigned 
to assist them in the fire drill 
and in the event of a real emer¬ 
gency. Assign a back-up per¬ 
son too, in case the designated 
helper is not home during the 
emergency. 

* Allow children to master 
fire escape planning and prac¬ 
tise before holding a fire drill 
at night when they are sleep¬ 
ing. The objective is to prac¬ 
tise, not frighten, so telling 
children there will be a drill 
before they go to bed can be 
as effective as a surprise drill. 

* It's important to deter¬ 
mine during the drill whether 
children and others can read¬ 


ily waken to the sound of the 
smoke alarm. If they fail to 
wake, make sure that someone 
is assigned to wake them up as 
part of the drill and in a real 
emergency situation. 

* If your home has two floors, 
every family member (including 
children) must be able to escape 
from the second floor rooms. 
Escape ladders can be placed in 
or near windows to provide an 
additional escape route. Review 
the manufacturer's instructions 
carefully so you'll be able to use 
a safety ladder in an emergency. 
Practise setting up the ladder 
from a first floor window to make 
sure you can do it correctly and 
quickly. Children should only 
practise with a grown-up, and 
only from a first-story window. 
Store the ladder near the win¬ 
dow, in an easily accessible loca¬ 
tion. You don’t want to have to 
search for it during a fire. 

* Always choose the escape 
route that is safest-the one with 
the least amount of smoke and 
heat-but be prepared to escape 


through toxic smoke if neces¬ 
sary. When you do your fire 
drill, all family members 
should practise crawling low on 
their hands and knees, one to 
two feet above the ground. By 
keeping your head low, you'll 
be able to breathe the "good" air 
that's closer to the floor. 

* It's important to practise 
crawling on your hands and 
knees, not your bellies, as some 
poisons produced by smoke are 
heavier than air and settle to 
the floor. 

* In some cases, smoke or 
fire may prevent you from leav¬ 
ing your home or apartment 
building. To prepare for an 
emergency like this, practise 
"sealing yourself in for safety" 
as part of your home fire es¬ 
cape plan. Close all doors be¬ 
tween you and the fire. Use 
duct tape or towels to seal the 
door cracks, and cover air 
vents to keep smoke from com¬ 
ing in. If possible, open your 
windows at the top and bottom 
so fresh air can get in. 


Safety tips to reduce fire 
hazards in your home 

* Most home fires in Alberta happen in the kitchen. Unat¬ 
tended cooking is a major reason. Never leave cooking food 
unattended. Keep a close eye on food cooking both on the 
stove and inside the oven. When deep-frying, use a tempera¬ 
ture-controlled skillet or deep-fat fryer. 

* Keep cooking areas clean and clear of materials that 
could catch fire, such as pot-holders, towels, shopping bags, 
rags, drapes and food packaging. Create a "kid-free zone" 
around the stove, keeping children and pets at least one me¬ 
tre (three feet) away from the cooking area. 

* Give space heaters plenty of space. Space heaters should 
be at least one metre (three feet) away from anything that 
could burn. Always make sure to turn heaters off when leav¬ 
ing the room or going to bed. 

* Once a year, arrange for a professional inspection of cen¬ 
tral furnaces, water heaters, fire places and wood stoves in¬ 
cluding chimneys and chimney connectors. These heating 
devices should be cleaned as often as necessary. 

* Lit candles should be monitored constantly by an adult 
and extinguished when the adult leaves the room or goes to 
sleep. Use candleholders that won't tip over easily. 
Candleholders should be made of non-combustible materials 
and should be big enough to catch dripping wax safely. Never 
leave children alone with burning candles. Preventing chil¬ 
dren from having candles in their bedrooms is strongly ad¬ 
vised.

NOTES FROM NIGERIA 


tj-ecus on K m 
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QUESTION: My wife and I have a strong-willed child 
who is incredibly difficult to handle. I honestly believe we 
are doing our job about as well as any parents could do 
under the circumstances, yet she still breaks the rules and 
challenges our authority. I guess I need some encourage¬ 
ment. First, tell me if an especially strong-willed kid can 
be made to smile, give, work and cooperate. If so, how is 
that accomplished? And second, what is my daughter's fu¬ 
ture? I see trouble ahead, but don't know if that gloomy 
forecast is justified. 

DR. DOBSON: There is no question about it, an es¬ 
pecially willful child such as yours can be difficult to man¬ 
age even when her parents handle her with great skill and 
dedication. It may take several years to bring her to a 
point of relative obedience and cooperation within the fam¬ 
ily unit, but it will happen. While this training program is 
in progress, it is important not to panic. Don't try to com¬ 
plete the transformation overnight. Treat your child with 
sincere love and dignity, but require her to follow your 
leadership. Choose carefully the matters that are worthy 
of confrontation, then accept her challenge on those is¬ 
sues and win decisively. Reward every positive, coopera¬ 
tive gesture she makes by offering your attention, affec¬ 
tion and verbal praise. Then take two aspirin and call me 
in the morning. 


QUESTION: As an advocate of spankings as a disci¬ 
plinary tool, don't you worry about the possibility that 
you might be contributing to the incidence of child abuse 
in this country? 

DR. DOBSON: Yes, I do worry about that. One of 
my frustrations in teaching parents has been the difficulty 
in achieving a balance between permissiveness and oppres¬ 
sion. The tendency is to drift toward one extreme or an¬ 
other. Let it never be said that I favor harshness of any 
kind with children. It can wound the spirit and inflict per¬ 
manent scars on the psyche. 

No subject distresses me more than the phenomenon 
of child abuse, which is so prevalent in North America 
today. There are millions of families out there in which 
crimes against children are being committed day after day. 
It is hard to believe just how cruel some mothers and fa¬ 
thers can be to defenseless, wide-eyed kids who don't un¬ 
derstand why they are hated. 

I remember the terrible father who regularly wrapped 
his small son's head in the sheet that the boy had wet the 
night before. Then he crammed the tot upside down into 
the toilet bowl for punishment. I also think of the dis¬ 
turbed mother who cut out her child's eyes with a razor 
blade. That little girl will be blind throughout her life, 
knowing that her own mother deprived her of sight! 

Unthinkable acts like these are occurring every day 
in cities and towns around us. In fact, it is highly prob¬ 
able that a youngster living within a mile or two of your 
house is experiencing abuse in one manner or another. 
Brian G. Fraser, attorney for the National Center for Pre¬ 
vention and Treatment of Child Abuse and Neglect, has 
written: "Child abuse ... once thought to be primarily a 
problem of the poor and downtrodden ... occurs in every 
segment of society and may be the country's leading cause 
of death in children." Let me say with the strongest em¬ 
phasis that aggressive, hard nosed, "Mommie Dearest" kinds 
of discipline are destructive to kids and must not be toler¬ 
ated. Given the scope of the tragedy we are facing, the last 
thing I want to do is to provide a rationalization and jus¬ 
tification for it. I don't believe in harsh discipline, even 
when it is well intentioned. Children must be given room 
to breathe and grow and love. But there are also harmful 
circumstances at the permissive end of the spectrum, and 
many parents fall into one trap in an earnest attempt to 
avoid the other.

In fact 
he also spent a fair amount of 
his personal money so that he 
could get most of what he 
wanted. I think he went back 
to T.M. a happy man because 
of all the books he got. 

In T.M. we set up a solar 
array with several solar pan¬ 
els and a bank of batteries. The 
batteries are just ordinary 
truck batteries (200 AH) so 
they need to be topped up peri¬ 
odically. However, here it seems 
that battery water is often a 
mild electrolyte, so one can end 
up with too much acid and not 
enough water. I went and 
bought nineteen bottles of ‘bat¬ 
tery water’ and found out that 
what I got was electrolyte. So 
I took it back and will have to 
wait until the petrol station 
manager gets some distilled 
water in. You’d think that af¬ 
ter living in Nigeria for over 
twenty years that I’d know 
enough to check what I buy, 
and to ask for distilled water, 
not battery water!! Some of us 
are just slow learners. 

Saturday was a minor mov¬ 
ing day. We need to get our 
things out of the room next 
door, so I got help to move the 


desk and also moved the file 
cabinet and some boxes. We re¬ 
arranged our ‘den’ to accommo¬ 
date the larger desk and the 
small moveable table that now 
holds the printer and the UPS. 
We felt quite pleased with what 
we had accomplished. We also 
sorted through a couple more 
boxes of stuff, decided what to 
throw away and where to keep 
the remaining items. It was the 
kind of good feeling one gets af¬ 
ter cleaning out the garage or 
the attic: the muscles are sore 
but there’s satisfaction that a 
job that needed doing has been 
done. Now I need to finish mov¬ 


ing things over here and sort¬ 
ing more. 

Our telephone is our ‘Rice 
Krispy’ line—it goes snap, 
crackle, pop! Within the last 
couple of weeks the phone line 
has deteriorated rather sadly. 
Sometimes we can hear some¬ 
one else’s conversation when we 
pick up the phone to place a 
call. I’ve seen the ‘junction box’ 
that is open to all the elements 
and I’m not surprised that the 
rain and the harmattan dust 
can create havoc with ‘modern’ 
technology. 

However, with the noisy

Cowboys continue rodeo circuit

Defending Canadian tie¬ 
down roper, Cliff 
Williamson, of Madden, 
heads an impressive list of 
area hands heading to the 
Canadian Finals Rodeo 
scheduled for Edmonton's 
Sky Reach Centre from 
Nov. 5-9, 2003. 

Williamson, a four-time 
Canadian champion, will 
set a Canadian 
Professional Rodeo 
Association record with 
his 24th consecutive 
appearance at the CFR. 

With earnings of 
$23,928 at rodeos this 
season, he has increased 
his career earnings to 
$612,311, the most money 
won on Canadian soil by 
any professional rodeo 
contestant. 

Olds bareback rider, 
Bill Boyd, who has 
qualified for his 21st CFR, 
is in second place in career 
earnings with $507,587 
which includes $18,247 
earned this rodeo season 
Besides defending and 
being a former Canadian 
champion, one cowboy 
destined to bring a lot of 
attention at this year’s 
CFR is defending World 
saddle Bronc champion, 
Glen O'Neill, of Didsbury. 

At the conclusion of the 


2003 CPRA regular 
season, O'Neill tucked 
$24,186 in his Wrangler 
jeans. O'Neill, born in 
Australia, spends time 
riding rank broncs in 
Canada and the United 
States and currently leads 
the Proffessional Rodeo 
Cowboys' Association/ 
Jack Daniel's World 
standings with $136,746. 
A former winner of $50,000 
at the Calgary Stampede, 
O'Neill won the PRCA 
Rookie of the Year in 1995 
and the Canadian Saddle 
Bronc championship in 
2000. In five years 
participating at CPRA 
rodeos, O’Neill has been 
the season leader four 
times and has opened the 
chutes at the Wrangler 
Nationals Finals Rodeo 
eight consecutive years. 
He also shares the 
Canadian. World record for 
the highest marked saddle 
bronc ride of 95 points with 
legendary rider Doug Void. 

Water Valley saddle 
bronc rider, Jeremy 
Harden, the 2003 CPRA 
all-around champion, with 
earnings of $25,635 will 
join O'Neill in the saddle 
bronc competition. 
Harden will be working 
both ends of the arena 
infield as he also qualified 
in the steer wrestling 
event. 


Cochrane saddle bronc 
rider, Billy Richards, who 
was injured for most of last 
year, is returning to the 
CFR in the saddle bronc 
competition. In the season 
average, Richards finished 
behind O'Neill with 
earnings of $23,594. A 
three year veteran, 
Richards was named the 
World Saddle Bronc 
Rookie of the Year in 2001. 

With placings in several 
year end rodeos, Innisfail 
saddle bronc rider, Kyle 
Daines, qualified with 
earnings of $12,220. 

Big Valley rider, Rod 
Warren, the 2001 
Canadian saddle bronc 
champion, rides out the 
impressive list of area 
bronc riders at the CFR. 
Warren is in fifth place in 
World Saddle Bronc 
standings with $33,470 
earnings. On Canadian 
soil this year he earned 
$23,172. * 

Joining Williamson in 
the tie-down roping event 
is Guy Smith, of 
Wimborne. Smith was the 
season event leader last 
year and is opening the 
chutes in Edmonton for 
the sixth time. 

Two Cochrane 

brothers, Jody and Steven 
Turner, have qualified in 
the rankest event, bull 
riding.
